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Continuation of 11. Applicant argues that the additional detection system i.e. phostosenstive element 16 disclose in Schmitt is not 
arragned to scan fixed reference marks 4. However, as stated in the Office Action the addional detection system comprises of sensors 12, 
13 and 16. Sensor 12 of the addional detection system is used to scan the reference mark 4. The arrangement to cover the sensitve 
surface of a sensor of the addional detection system not use for scanning to deactivate the sensor not used for scanning is the occluding 
screen. The occluding screen serves to block the illumination of the photosensitve element 16 which is not used for scanning by lamp 22 
and thus the photosenstive element is deactivated. 

In regards to claims 19 and 21. The occluding screen permanenlty covers the photosentive element when the occluding screen serves to 
block the illumination of the photosensitve element 16.
